Be aware that while the SX-42 is one of Hallicrafters' most desirable= 
receivers (IMHO, apparently shared by some) it also can be a brute to= 
restore. The main difficulties are (1) very poor quality phenolic in= 
the switches, which can carbonize resulting in disruptive leakage in= 
several key places; and (2) I have yet to see any two wired exactly ali= 
ke, there were at least three fundamental layouts with a number of small= 
er variations (mainly in the AGC). This is by way of saying that the= 
purchase price should depend on whether it works or not. If it lights= 
up and reasonably tunes in stations, (1) above is less of a problem and= 
it is worth more. Cosmetics and completeness are also an issue, there= 
is a tendency for the small knob in the center of the main tuning knob= 
to break off.

Lynn did great work, but seems to be just plain tired of dealing with customers 
and hassle. 


I'll probably regret this, but.. I've recently worked with a couple of local 
vendors to get (a) decent quality wet paint that matches the original Halli 
color pretty well, and (b) a screen-maker who delivers very nice artwork and 
screening. 


I've refinished several SX-115 panels, an HT-32, several SX-73's (different 

color, of course), and a bunch of TMC GPR-90 variants (yet another "light gray"); 
they turned out very well, and screens are done and on-hand. I could be pursuaded 
to have screens made for the SX-42, provided there were enough panels to make up a 
cost-effective batch. My guess: about $150/panel. 


If anyone's interested, get in touch by email and if there's enough interest, I'll 
start the ball rolling by getting a panel to the screen-maker for artwork 
generation. 


One absolute rule, however: this process is slooooow, as in several months. If 
you're in a hurry, or easily irritated, find someone else to do the job. 


Another excellent panel refinisher: Dee Almquist, up in Waynesboro, Virginia... 
Never done business with him, but have seen some beautiful work that he's done.

The main 
difficulties are (1) very poor quality phenolic in the switches, which can 
carbonize resulting in disruptive leakage in several key places; and (2) I have 
yet to see any two wired exactly alike, there were at least three fundamental 
layouts with a number of smaller variations (mainly in the AGC). This is by way 
of saying that the purchase price should depend on whether it works or not. If it 
lights up and reasonably tunes in stations, (1) above is less of a problem and it 
is worth more. Cosmetics and completeness are also an issue, there is a tendency 
for the small knob in the center of the main tuning knob to break off.
